for his arrest has been issued 
but 
Sorrell 
eluded 
Chief 
Rosencranee 
while on the way to the m ayor’s office 
this morning and so far has succeed­ 
ed in keeping out of sight of the po­ 
lice. 
In a raid at the Sorrell home in 
South Pearl street last night thirty- 
four bottles of beer out of a barrel 
was found. 
Several men were found 
in a shed in the rear of the house 
playing rhum and drinking the beer. 
Sorrell was not taken to jail on his 
promise to report at the m ayor’s of­ 
fice this morning. 
He kept his word 
and was? there but the affidavit had 
not been made out and he left. Short­ 
ly afterw ards the warrant was read 
to him by Chief Rosencranee and in 
company with H arry Pea they s ta r t­ 
ed through an alley for the m ayor’s 
office. 
Sorrell ran down another al­ 
ley. 
It is stated that hi s reason for 
running was to obtain a bondsman 
and avoid waiting in jail until one 
could be secured. 
The police expect 
that he will put in an early ap p ear­ 
ance. 


German Warships Demolish E-3 Sun- 


, day, it is Just Reported. 


(B y United Press.) 
Berlin, (By Wireless) (>«ri. 20— it 
was officially announced here today 
that the new British submarine E-3 
was sunk by German warships in the 
North Sea on Sundav. 


This is the first report that lias 
reached here of the loss of the Brit­ 
ish submarine. 
The E-3 went into 
commission in November, 1013. 
She 
was 170 feet long ami 810 tons dis­ 
placement, capable of 15 knots per 
hour and was equipped with four 
torpedo tu bes and carried a crew of 
10 men.

Petrograd, Oct. 2(1.— Official sta te ­ 
ments declare that the Germans are 
continuing their efforts to 
cross the 
Vistula river 
at several 
points de­ 
spite very heavy losses. At no point, 
says the statement, have they suc­ 
ceeded. 
The Russians are declared 
to be advancing 
steadily 
although 


slowly 
on the 
Warsaw-1 vangorod 
front driving the 
Germans 
before 
them. 
According to 
a 
statement 
published in the Army Gazette some 
18,UUU German dead, left on the field 
by the retreating Germans were hur­ 
ried by the Russians. 
The war office stales that tin* Ger­ 
man right wing, which is extended in­ 
to Galicia, has been making deter­ 
mined attacks in co-operation with 
the Austrians but it is claimed that 
at m» point has the enemy succeeded 
in gaining any distinct advantage. 
The Austrians 
have 
attempted 
t<> 
cross the San river only to he repuls­ 
ed with heavy losses while 15 Aus­ 
trian officers and 1,000 soldiers have 
been taken prisoners. 


REPRISED, ÏRÏ 


London Says Germans Arc Attempt­ 


ing to Break Through Allied 


Lines From Lille. 


WOULD OVERWHELM 
DUNKIRK 


(B y United Press.) 
London, Oct. 20—Repulsed in their 
attem pts to break the allied lines in 
the north and overwhelm Dunkirk, 
the Germans are today 
trying to 
brake through from the direction of 
Lille and Nonin. 
Very strong forces 
of German infantry 
supported by 
Austrians 
and 
German 
artillery 
mounted on heavy motor tr u c k s are 
pushing 
forw ard 
along tin* 
main 
highway from these points. 
They 
are encountering spirited resistance 
however, and so fa r have made no 
hea dway. 
Dunkirk is absolutely essential to 
the German w ar plan, the military 
experts here say. 
The British mili­ 
tary authorities were confident to ­ 
day. 
They were fully convinced that 
the Germans 
would be 
unable to 
make 
further 
gains 
in 
northern 
France while 
the 
French 
eastern 
movement becom es more formidable. 


Further evidence that the Demo­ 
crats of Rush county arc playing for

The local Democrats who met him 
in Milroy include Judge John D. Me- 
gee. Democratic candidate for judge, 
Donald Smith, 
present 
Democratic 
prosecutor and candidate for re-elec­ 
tion, Vorhees Uavitt. present sheriff 
and candidate 
on 
the 
Democratic 
tcket for re-election, Arie M. Taylor, 
clerk of the circuit 
court, 
J. 
Milt 
Stiers and Cary ( ’arson, state librar­ 
ian. 
Besides a few Bull Moosers 
from 
this city the 
Democrats 
mentioned 
above comprised the reception com­ 
mittee which greeted Beveridge when 
he landed in Milroy, the first place in 
his campaign through Rush county. 
Naturally tin* Democrats are friendly 
to the Progressives 
but 
yesterday 
they were more than this— they even 
went to Milroy in the interest of their 
aid 
society. 
Beveridge 
a r ­ 
rived in 
Milroy 
from 
Clarksburg 
about one hour late, but 
the 
local 
Democrats jammed into 
the 
school 
Imiding and listened to Elbert R us­ 
sel, the Progressive candidate for 
congress. 
Even before Russell spoke 
they were busy up in 
the 
business 
district of Milroy doing 
campaign 
duty among the Progressives of A n­ 
derson township. 
This seemingly uncalled for inter­ 


est by the leading Democrats of tlie 
county in the Progressives did 
not 
rest well with some of the P r o g r e s ­ 
sives, who really 
believe 
in 
the 
party for the principles 
the 
party 
represents. 
The move of the Demo­ 
crats was too plain, it did not need 
an explanation and because it w as 
out in the open it only caused the 
greater dissatisfaction 
among 
the 
Progressives. 
The arrival of Beveridge in this 
city from Milroy did not 
create a 
profound stir because the Democrats 
escorted Inn. 
The action yesterday 
of the Democrats was the boldest yet 
[»idled off in the campaign and was 
a sort of an appropriation meeting 
to show the Progressives 
evidently 
that they are thankful for past f a ­ 
vors and that they are willing to a c ­ 
cept the same favors at the coming 
elect ion.

Perennial Candidate Admits all His 


Past Glories in Revarnishing 


1912 Speech Here.

Albert J. Beveridge made his per­ 
ennial appearance here last night. His 
speech was the 1912 model varnished 
uji and with some 
1914 
improve­ 
ments. 
He had the same fa r cry 
about ridding the old parties of boss­ 
es, machines and corruption. For the 
most part, he held his opponents up 
to ridicule, 
ih* assumed 
the 
same 
chaste position in polities that he has 
always acknowledged 
to 
hold. 
lie 
admitted all of the wonderful things 
of his p ast—yes, admitted them out­ 
right. 
Last night he added 
a 
new 
sta r to his crown. 
He asknowledged 
that he was responsible for the re­ 
dact ion of the “pork barrel” rivers 
and h a r lio r s Dill in the senate a few 
weeks ago. 
It was Senator Burton 
of Ohio who led the fillibuster on the 
bill and was solely responsible, with 
the aid of some of his colleagues, in 
reducing the proposed appropriation. 


Beveridge came here from Milroy 
about six 
o’clock, 
led 
by 
several 
Democrats and a few 
Progressives, 
in automobiles. 
Shortly before eight 
o’clock a delegation from Conners- 
ville and nearby points, eighty-five in 
number including a drum corps, a r ­ 
rived and paraded through the down­ 
town district. 
A few local Progres­ 
sives joined in the parade so 
that 
there were about a hundred and fifty. 
The Rushville 
band 
also 
played. 
There were also delegates from other 
nearby tow ns- 


The Coliseum was fairly well filled 
when 
Beveridge 
got 
there. 
The 
ground seals were eomfortaby filled, 
although there w a s ample room for a 
lot more people and the raised seats 
in the center of the building were 
about all utilized. 
But when Bever­ 
idge was here two years ago, the Col­ 
iseum was packed to the doors with

France Looks Upon Russians Quite 


Differently Than Then When Na­ 


poleon Was Almost Shattered

Look Upon Cossacks to Save City of 


Paris From Destruction— Con- 


trast is Very Sharp.

Paris, Sept. 29. (By Mail to ISpw 
York)—A little man all bundled up in 
coats drove up this very street one 
December day a century 
ago 
and 
rushing into a building in this very 
park, tore through the halls, dashed 
into a certain room and there threw 
his arms around 
the 
Empress of 
France. 
He was 
Napoleon, 
hack 
from Moscow, where 
the 
Russians 
had all but shattered him. 
Two days 
later he told' France the story 
and 
France shuddered at the 
name 
of 
Russia. 
But today when I saw this street, 
France was thrilling with hope at (lit 
thought that somewhere, in the fog 
of war. huge Cossacks from Moscow 
itself, perhaps, were coming, by land 
or by sea, with their wild horses, to 
save this street and palace and tlie 
great art galleries and 
Paris 
and 
France itself from the Germans. 


The street was 
almost 
deserted. 
The great Tuilleries gardens lay in 
the golden autumn sunshine as empty 
and silent as if they had been f a r m s 
in Iowa, after crop time, instead of 
the most famous park in the world 
The Louvre art gallery was locked 
I don’t know whether its art treasures 
remain there or not. 
A soldier 
at 
one door told me 
he 
didn’t know 
either. The wonderful pieces of m ar­ 
ble and painting 
which 
Napoleon 
himself when master of Europe seiz­ 
ed as he pleased and took off as war 
booty to his great 
and 
powerfu 
Paris, have been hidden away per­ 
haps ere now or will be 
when 
tin 
sound of German guns which I heart 
booming to the northwest this after­ 
noon grows louder. 


Here’s the great 
building 
right 
here; 
the 
great 
Louvre 
gallery 
Stand and look at it this September 
afternoon and then listen to the can­ 
non, not many miles away, and you’H 
have a thrill you’ll never forget. \Y 
cross the river. 
I want to see Na­ 
poleon’s tomb. 
We pass great rail­ 
road stations that are closed; some­ 
where tlie steel lines that run 
out 
from them have been cut by the Ger­ 
mans and the trains are not run­ 
ning. 
Here we are at the Invalides, 
the old soldiers home. 
I can’t go in. 
1 can’t even go near the old cannons, 
trophies 
which 
Napoleon 
brought 
from the ends of Europe. 
I wonder 
if all the tattered flags seized in oth­ 
er days from other armies by armies 
of France are still 
in 
their glass 
cases in the Invalides or have they 
been hidden! ignominously also with 
the trophies of art? 


Come around behind this old In­ 
valides building topped by a dome. 
Soldiers stop you. 
Under that dome 
rests a great stone sarcophagus. 
I 
know it well because I 
have 
spent 
hours like every other tourist gazing 
at it. 
I know it stands there under 
the dome in the center of that stone 
circle with magic names of “Auster- 
lftz” and “Sedan” worked in marble 
below it. 


Napoleon lies here. I remember the 
shrine with the marble Ulirist watch­ 
ing over the dead Emperor’s grave 
and I remember in all this 
great 
building that the word “Napoleon” is 
chiselled only once and that in smal 
letters under the sentence: 
“ I de­ 
sire to rest! on tlie 
banks 
of 
the 
Seine, amid the French people whom 
1 loved so well.” 
How well are you 
resting this Indiana summer after­ 
noon, Napoleon, with those German 
cannon sounding at the gates of P a r­ 
is? 


You may talk to tombs 
all you 
please and get no answer. They have 
only to do with the past, anyhow, 
and the cannon and a German aero­ 
plane flying overhead reminded me of 
the present. 
“Where are the French 


airmen?” I asked an officer of the 
Guard. 
“Everybody believes 
they’re 
all 
dead,” he said. “The Times said the 
other day that 
when 
the 
world 
knows,-at the proper time, the story 
of our airmen, it will thrill and weep.’ 
As I said goodby to the 
officer 
he 
turned away to his job of guarding 
the tomb of Napoleon. 
The Eiffel tower, 1,000 feet high, 
loomed before us in the evening dusk. 
“The Germans will cut that in 
two 
with their shells,” said the cab driver 
Thats the wireless station. What a 
fall it will be.” 
For the past few nights the armies 
of Europe have been sleeping and 
marching and killing under a full au­ 
tumn moon. There has been surpris­ 
ingly little rain in Europe and even 
London has had only splendid! clear 
days. 
So it was through a beautiful 
evening that 1 went to my big. lonely, 
hotel, where there 
are 
only 
two 
guests besides myself. 
Great fingers of light 
from 
the 
Eiffel tower scoured the skies 
for 
Zeppelins and one of them hitting the 
tall building across the street, lighted 
my room in regular throbs and made 
it hard to sleep. 
It was ten in the evening in Paris, 
the play place of the world and 1 
couldn’t see a soul in the streets or 
even hear a footfall. 
But early in the morning the boom 
of the cannon started again.
